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Do not assume content reflects current 
scientific knowledge, policies, or practices. 
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CAP’s public access provision can be a great break 
for hunters and other sportsmen who more and more 
have been feeling the pinch of land closed off by the 


owners. 
Sportsmanlike behavior can open more and more 


acres. Careless hunting, abuse of the land or installa- 


tions, or injury to livestock can close them. 
Public access to land in the CAP depends on the

farmer’s voluntary agreement and the public’s good 


sportsmanship.
